Consecrated In 
New York Oct. 1] 


Bishop Noll Assists 
As Co-Consecrator Of 
Retired Chaplains’ Chief 


The Most Rev. John F. Noll, D.D., 
assisting as co-consecrator, ap- 
proximately thirty-one members of 
the Hierarchy, high ranking of- 
ficials of the Army and Navy, Mon- 
signori and priests of the Fort 
Wayne and Lafayette Dioceses 
and from all parts of the United 
States, witnessed the consecratiop 
of the Most Rev. William’ A. Ar- 
nold, a priest of the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne, in St. Patrick’s Ca- 
thedral, New York, on Thursday, 
October 11. 


The Most Rev. Francis J. Spell- 
man, Archbishop of New York, was 
consecrator, assisted by the Most 
Rev. John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., Bish- 
op of Buffalo and former president 
of the University of Notre Dame 
and Bishop Noll as co-consecrators. 
Bishop Arnold. will succeed Bish- 
op O’Hara as Military Delegate. 


The consecration sermon was de- 
livered by the Most Rev. Michael 
J. Ready, Bishop of Columbus. 

Bishop-elect Arnold served as 
assistant to the late Very Rev. 
John H. Guendling for six years 
and left Peru in 1913 for Wash- 
ington to enter the United States 
Army as a chaplain. He steadilv 
received advancements and until 
his retirement this year was Chief 
of Chaplains with the rank of 
major general. 

Before leaving the service he was 
asked to serve as Assistant In- 
spector General of the U.S. Army 
and as such made a trip abroad 
during which he visited 3,500 chap- 
lains and other commanding officers 
in the war-torn countries that he 
might study conditions and sug- 
gest ways and means for assis- 
tance. 

He was elevated to the rank of 
bishop by his Holiness Pope Pius 
XII and will be Titular Bishop of 
Phocaea and serve as delegate of 
the Military Ordinary in New 
York after his consecration. 

The Rev. Paui A. Welsh, pastor

Vatican City, Oct. 8 —(NC) - 
In all countries of central Europ 
and the Balkans indications of : 
religious revival can be observec 
which are extremely significant. 
It may be said that with the ar- 
rival of ideologies from the East 
which are negative to Christianity 
the old western spirit, which be- 
came imbedded in these regions 
in the course of centuries, turns to 
its Christian origins and looks an- 
xiously toward the West. 


It is particularly noteworthy 
that this trend can be observed 
not only in those countries where 
Catholics constitute a majority of 
the population but among the mem- 
bers of the Orthodox churches as 
well. Many ecclesiastics of the 
antecephalous churches of the Bal- 
kan countries look toward Rome 
in a new spirit. Although there 
are no indications of their return 
to Rome, still it is symptomatic 


that in the Orthodox world there 


is a recognition of the need to 
know Catholicism directly and not, 
as was the case in the past. 
through the critical works of Pro. 
testant writers. 


Trends of this nature are observ 
able among the Orthodox clerg, 
of Serbia, Bulgaria and Rumania. 
many of whom, headed by the Ser- 
bian Metropolitan Gavrillo, live to- 
day in Italy as refugees from de- 
portation to Germany. These in- 
tellectual developments should not 
be over-valued, but they are, at 
least, interesting at a time when 
the Orthodox Patriarch of Mos- 
cow seeks to arouse and deepen 
hostility against Catholicism and 
the Pope of Rome among the peo- 
ples of the Balkan countries. 


In mainly Catholic countries 
these reactions take on imposing 
forms. In Czechoslovakia, for ex- 
ample, it might have been feared 
that after the country’s liberation 
there would be an attempt at re- 
viving that schismatic church 
which had been founded after the 
last war out of hatred for Rome. 
But nothing of the kind happened. 
The solicitude of the Prague Gov- 
ernment in this respect by re-es- 
tablishing contact with the Holy 
See is very significant. 

In the predominantly Catholic 
regions of Yugoslavia _ religious

AMERICA, today, is welcoming with feverish joy the veterans returning from the distant 

theaters of war. She listens avidly to their stories of wholesale destruction, unparal- 
leled hardships and unbelievable heroism. Intent upon a program of future tranquil living, 
she speedily launches a campaign to transform the tremendous machinery of war produc- 


tion into a mighty project of peacetime construction. Rehabilitation, reconstruction have 
become the directive signposts in a world to be rebuilt. 
If these are the problems con-o— 


fronting our national and interna- 
tional leaders, how much more so 
must the matters of rehabilitation 
and reconstruction occupy the at- 
tention of our religious leaders dur- 
ing this truly crucial period in the 
history of the Catholic Church. 
It requires no intens®ve study to 
appreciate the intensity of the on- 
slaughts made upon Christianity 
during the past twenty years. Dur- 
ing that period, after half a cen- 
tury of insidious infiltration Com- 
munism emerged from its under- 
ground hiding to blossom into a 
weedlike flowering of totalitarian 
usurpation of freedom of thought, 
enterprise and religion.

The human agent whom we see is 
merely Christ’s visible representa- 
tive who acts and speaks in His 
name. He is merely the minister 
who has received and who exercises 
Christ’s own priesthood. Conse- 
quently, it follows that whether we 
know the priest or not, as long as 
we can assume that he is a real 
priest, it matters not one iota, for 
whether he is a cardinal or a young 
levite who has just been ordained, 
it is Christ Himself Who is the 
principal and only real offerer. 


This is the first great truth 
which we must master and make 
our own if we are going to develop 
a true appreciation of the Holy 
Mass.

that I still wonder why the law 
was not brought down on my head, 
or on my paper, anyhow.

Previously, in a sermon at an 
earlier ceremony of the observance, 
the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Futlon J. Sheen, 
of the Catholic University of Amer- 
jcea, condemned communistic and 
totalitarian ideologies. 

Archbishop Glennon declared that 
Jabor, whether organized or not, 
“should have fair wages,” but that 
“obtaining its ends through violence 
is not the democratic way.” He as- 
serted that unity must prevail 


among groups, otherwise “there is | h 


going to be a revolution.” Labor, 
he said, is not just part of the na- 
tion—it is all of the nation because 
“we are all laborers.” 

Defines Philosophy Of Communism 

“Rat if you will, drink if you will 
and take what you think you should 
have, and die in an open grave— 
that is all this is in the philosophy 
of communism,” Archbishop Glen- 
non said. “There are no stars in 
the sky of their night; there is no 
hope in their hearts, nor joy in 
their lives. Faith, hope and char- 
ity are all gone.” 

Communistic propaganda, he 
said, is. infiltrating the nation 
through persons who are anxious to 
hive a dictatorship rather than a 
democratic form of government. 

The Archbishop urged members 
of the Society of St. Vincent De 
Paul to form a strong counter- 
movement against communism and 
to work to bring about peaceful re- 
lations between capital and labor. 

Warns Of Collective Despotism 

Monsignor Sheen asserted that 
the preservation of freedom de- 
pends upon the preservation of re- 
sponsibility and that we surrender 
our responsibility for care of the 
sick, the hungry and the needy to 
the State, we lose our freedom. 

“There is no charity in totali- 
tarian countries,” Monsignor Sheen 
sald, “because the State is lord 
and owner. You have nothing to do 
with what the State dispenses.

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Hoey Medals Go To

New York, Oct. 8 —(NC) — 
Paul D. Williams, vice-president 
of the National Council of Cath- 
olic Men, and Richmond Barthe, 
Catholic Negro sculptor, have been 
named to receive the 1945 James 
J. Hoey Awards for Interracial 
Justice, it has been announced by 
the Catholic Interracial Council 
ere. 

The awards were established in 
1942 by the family of the late 
James J. Hoey, former Collector 
of Internal Revenue and first pres- 
ident of the Catholic Interracial 
Council. Two medals are confer- 
red each year, on the Feast of 
Christ the King, on a white and 
Negro layman who in the judg- 
ment of the committee have con- 
tributed prominently during the 
year to the cause of interracial 
justice. 

Presentation of the awards will 
take place on Sunday, October 28, 
at the Carroll Club here. The 
Most Rev. Vincent 3. Waters, Bis- 
hop of Raleigh, will confer the 
awards and deliver the principal 
address. Other speakers will be 
the Rev. John La Farge, S.J., chap- 
lain of the Council and editor of 
America. 

The first awards were made in 
1942 to Frank A. Hall, Director of 
the N.C.W.C. News Service, and 
Edward LaSalle, president of the 
Catholic Interracial Council of 
Kansas City, Kans. In 1943, Phil- 
ip Murray, president of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organization, 
and Ralph H. Metcalfe, of the 
National Catholic Community Ser- 
vice, were the recipients. Last 
year the honor was conferred on

Recent events show striking evi- 
dence of the religious revival in 
Hungary and other countries of the 
Danube basin. Although direct in- 
formation is very scarce, it is 
known here that immediately after 
the Russian occupation of _Hun- 
gary many regrettable incidents 
oecured—even the Apostolic Nun- 
eiature was not immune. The 
Nuncio and all other diplomats 
accredited to the former govern- 
ment of Hungary had to leave the 
country immediately. 

It is also known that the Most 
Rev. \isiam Anor, Bishop of Gy- 
or in Hungary, was fatally wound- 
ed when he sought to shield a 
number of women against the vi- 
olence of Russian soldiers. Other 
priests suffered the same fate in 
similar circumstances. 


After these first acts of vio- 
lence, the occupying troops for a 
time were generally respectful 
enough toward religious liberty. 
Some characteristic episodes were 
recently revealed. In some local- 
ities the Russian soldiers forced 
all inhabitants to attend ceremon- 
ies in church. It appears that in 
order to prevent soldiers from dis- 
turbing religious worship the Rus-

sian high command had issued 
strict orders that Hungarians 
“must go to church.” Certain lo- 


eal commanders interpreted that 
order literally and forced even 
non-believers to attend church ser- 
vices. 

Recently, however, the situation 
has begun to deteriorate, accord- 
ing to information that has come 
here. Acts of violence against 
women are frequent and even many 
Religious are among the victims. 


A serious situation has also 
arisen in Ruthenia, which was part 
of Czechoslovakia unti] 1988, when 
it became Hungarian. Now it has 
been ceded to Russia. In this re- 
Zion, populated by Catholics of 
the Slav-Byzantine rite, who are 
traditionally among the most faith- 
ful of the Holy See, all churches 
have been taken away from Cath- 
olies and handed over to schis- 
matics in an attempt to remove 
faithful Catholics from their obe- 
dience to Rome. 

Some time ago, the secular 
press. reported that the acting 
Catholic Primate of Hungary. the 
Most Rev. Joseph Groesz, Bishop 
of Sabaria, had visited the Soviet 
representative in Budapest to 
thank him. The press forgot to 
mention that the Bishop had also 
Visited for the same purpose the 
Tepresentatives of the United 
States and Great Britain and that 
his Visit merely carried out dip- 
lomatie protocol.

Upon his return to the States the 
idea was passed on to several other 
Brethren and the plan began to 
formulate into what today is the 
Heifers for Relief program of the 
Church of the Brethren. 


The first Heifer Project Commit- 
tee was held in 1942. At that 
meeting Belgium seemed to be the 
country under discussion, and it 
was planned to send our heifers 
there. However, as time went on, 
the needs became greater and the 
list of countries asking for heifers 
increased. Today we have calls 
from many parts of the world, and 
realize that we can supply only a 
part of these needs. 


There are numerous ways in 
which a group can participate in 
the Heifer Project. A calf can be 
purchased or donated and raised to 
maturity. One person may be 
selected out of a local group to 
eare for the calf while the others 
pay for the feed. We need to get 
younger animals started in our 
project, as we expect and hope to 
be shipping for at least two more 
years, perhaps longer. 


Money may be raised and held 
within the local group until the 
time of shipment comes and then 
used to purchase an animal or 
animals that are ready to ship. 
These animals may be bought local- 
ly, or purchased closer to the port 
of embarkation in order to save 
transportation on the animal. 

Contributions of money are also 
needed, Administrative expenses 
include supervision, promotion and 
transportation of heifers to the 
port of embarkation. Right now 
money is being spent to feed and 
care for the animals being “held on 
the Roop farm awaiting shipment. 

When a calf or heifer has been 
donated she is to be registered with 
the Heifer Project Committee. 
When a group is ready to tag their 
animal, write to the Brethren Ser- 
vice Office, Nappanee, Indiana and

erty. This system, ‘the Pope af- 
firmed, only succeeds in effecting @ 
mechanical unity or collectivity 
under the banner of nation, race, 
or class. He recalled that his 
Christmas message of 1942 had 
warned against the sad results of 
this concept of authority, which is 
contrary by its very nature to the 
social power of the Church. 
Authoritarianism, the Pontiff ex- 
plained, places the citizens outside 
the pale of efficient participation in, 
or influence on, the formation of 
the social will. Thus it tends to 
split the nation into two categoriés 
the dominators and dominated, an 
their relations are characterized by 
the mechanics of force. “The na- 
ture of ecclesiastical authority has 
nothing in common with such au- 
thoritarianism,” the Pope empha- 
sized. 

The Pope went on “to examine 
the democratic concept of civi 


power, in which some would seek 


to find a closer similarity with ec- 
wer.” “Without 
doubt,” he said, “where true theo- 
retical and working democracy is 
in operation, it fulfills a vital re- 
quirement of every sound commu- 
nity,” but, he warned, “a democ- 
at 
least in its basic principles—above 
all, relative to the laws of God and 
to the dignity of human beings in 
respect to the right to honest work 
and personal liberty, as well as in 
political affairs—such a democracy 
would be insecure and defective. 
“When people depart from Chris- 
tian Faith, then democracy easi 
becomes altered and deformed, ang 
with time is subject to fall into 
the totalitarianism or authoritar- 
ianism of ore party,” the Holy Fa- 
there said. 


Even under a “perfect” type of 
democracy there remains a clea? 
distinction between civil and ee- 
clesiastical power, the Pontiff de- 
clared. This fundamental difference 
arises from the fact that the 
Church is not human or natural in 
origin but divine. Therefore, he 
said, a civil court can never be the 
highest court of appeal for the 
Church, and, secondly, the authori- 
ty of the Church embraces the en- 
tire man—internal, external, nat- 
ural and supernatural—in accord- 
ance with the divine commission of 
Christ, the founder of the Church. 

The power of the Church is full 
and complete, the Holy Father 
emphasized, but it is neither totel- 
itarian nor authoritarian. It does 
not repress but it lifts up and per- 
ects, | 

The Sacred Roman Rota is a 
tribunal first established in the 
thirteenth century, and re-estab- 
lished by Pope Pius X in 1908. It 
is the court of first instance, appeal 
and final appeal—according to ori- 
gin and history—of many classes of 
cases requiring trials with the ex- 
amination of evidence, but it is best 
known as a court of appeals from 
diocesan courts in matrimonial 
cases. Since 1929, it has been a’ 
court of appeals from Vatican’ 
City courts. Its ten auditors, or 
judges, form a college of prelates 
with a dean at their head.
